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This report contains the results from the quarterly Milk Production Report. The data are also posted on our Web site at
http://www.nass.usda.gov/ar.

Fourth Quarter Milk Production Down 5 Percent

Arkansas milk production during the October-December 2010 quarter was 35 million pounds, down 5 percent
from the same period in 2009, but unchanged from the July-September 2010 quarter. The average number of
milk cows on farms during the quarter was 12,000 head, 1,000 head fewer than the same period last year, but
unchanged from the previous quarter. Nationally, the number of milk cows increased slightly from the previous
year and the previous quarter. Milk production increased from the previous year, but decreased from the
previous quarter.
